NOTE: The applicant argues that the references Jones and Arazi in combination do not disclose a method wheerin 
the headset comprises of a memory for storing audio files and a media player for decoding the audio file that is stored in the headset. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees and would like to draw the applicant's attention to Jones reference. In col. 1, line 65 - col. 2, line 2 
Jones discloses a Headset that includes speakers and amplifiers. 

Further in col. 3, lines 21-23, Jones discloses the headset to contain electronics for implementing the audio related functions. 

In col. 3, lines 24-38, Jones discloses a memory (32 Mega byte module that has encoded MP3 music) in the headset that stores encoded 
music which can then be played and output to the speakers in the headphone. Thus the headset also functions as a media player. 

From the aboves disclosure it is abundantly clear that the headset is decoding the stored encoded file using the electronics in the 
headset. . 
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
